[From The Buildings Erected at Port Sunlight and 


Thornton Hough, by W. H. Lever (afterwards Lord Leverhulme). A paper read at a meeting of the AA, 
March 21, 1902.] It is not until the first architect appears on the scene that man comes within the 


reach of a higher life. 


There can be no possibility of doubt that the architect was the first and most 


important link in the chain of art workers that have raised us to our present state of civilization. The 
art of the painter is a most important one, but it is clear that until there were suitable buildings the 


least remunerative of the professions. 


If an architect does his duty to himself and client, and supplies 


full necessary detail drawings to the builders ; if he carefully and conscientiously supervises the progress 
of the building during erection, he will have a very small sum left for his own personal remuneration 
after paying the salaries of draughtsmen and assistants. And it is to the credit of the architectural 
profession that it does contain a body of men who maintain a high level for their profession, as free 
as the requirements of life will permit from unworthy thoughts of personal remuneration. And with 
a very few exceptions this appears to have been always the case with architects in all countries and 


ages.

Two replies have been made to the 
Simon Committee's report on the 
DISTRIBUTION OF BUILD- 
ING MATERIALS AND COM- 
PONENTS: one by the 
Distributors of Builders’ Supplies 
Joint Council, the other by the 
National Council of 
Building. Material Producers. 


* The Simon Committee report, the subject 
of the leading article in the AJ. for May 
13, alleged, that there were restrictive - prac- 
tices on a large scale in ‘the distribution 
of building materials and components, and 
that in the national interests these should 
be abolished so far as possible. 

In their reply, the Distributors of 
Builders’ Supplies Joint Council calls for 
the rejection of the major conclusions of 
the Simon Committee’s report and for the 
reopening of the inquiry to take further 
evidenee and expert interpretation of that 
evidence. Sir Dudley Pryke, the chairman, 
said that the council agreed with about 
one-quarter of the report, in so far as it 
analysed ‘the functions of builders’ and 
plumbers’ merchants. Where members least 
agreed with the report was where it ex- 
pressed opinions not based on factual evi- 
dence and drew conclusions based upon 
what were admittedly assumptions. Four 
points that the council criticized in the re- 
port were that builders’ merchants provided 
too elaborate services, were parties to 
tings and monopolies, made too much 
profit, and that there were too many 
merchants. The first point was inconsistent 
with the committee’s own call to merchants 
to elaborate their office systems, yards, and 
showrooms, and with the demand now being 
made by the Coal Utilization Joint Council 
and the Ministry of Fuel and Power for 
merchants throughout the country to pro- 
vide more elaborate showrooms and after- 
sales’ services in connection with the new 
and improved cooking appliances coming on 
the market. The question of monopolies 
could be left to the manufacturers, who 
were quite capable of meeting the issue. 
More than a half of the commodities 
handled by the merchants were not subject 
to any pricé control. To support the 
charge that the merchants made too much 
profit, the committee took the year 1946 
or the nearest accounting period to it. That 
year was a period of sharply rising prices, 
a boom year, when there were many bomb- 
damage repairs leading to the use of large 
quantities of materials. To take a single 
year in that way was entirely wrong. The 
period of analysis should be at least 10 
years to allow for the fluctuations of 
supplies and prices, and the corresponding 
losses on stocks as prices fell. The argu- 
ment that merchants were making too much 


profit was based on a statement made to 
the committee by the Ministry of Works 
report. If there were too many merchants, 
how were they to set about reducing the 
number? If there was to be a reduction, 
would not that be in restraint of trade? 
Would it not also reduce the very com- 
petition the committee was so anxious to 
see? The joint council had been co- 
operative enough during the inquiry, and 
had given all the help it could, but the 
committee had not pushed its researches far 
enough. As the report was not based 
upon factual evidence, but apparently upon 
preconceived evidence and hearsay, the 
joint council felt that the inquiry should 
be reopened. 

The National Council of Building Material 
Producers’ reply suggests that the com- 
mittee began with the hypothesis that trade 
agreements within the industry were in- 
herently harmful. The view which it 
adopted had the apparent merit of definitive- 
ness and simplicity, but it was an illusory 
over-simplification because it evaded the 
reality and complexity of the issues which 
faced the Government, industry and the

public. The only. fruitful way—and the 
producers believed that the Government 
should make this clear publicly—was to 
recognize the good that lay in co-operative 
agreements as well as the potentiality for 
harm.

The appointments have been made following 
suggestions put forward by the RIBA

(3) To provide a 
channel by which experience throughout the 
country with newer materials and methods 
of construction can be readily collected, and 
to enable conclusions to be drawn more 
quickly as to their behaviour and suitability 
in practice.

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PROVINCIALISM AND 
PAROCHIALISM 


HE RIBA’s excellent custom of holding its Annual 
Conference in a provincial centre, this year at Liver- 
pool, is a reminder that however important Londoners 

consider the metropolis, it is not the whole of ‘England. It 
has been for long the habit of the Londoner to scorn the pro- 
vincial, and to display little interest in the affairs of the 
remainder of the country except when he visits it at week-ends 
or on his summer holiday, and London architects are not 
guiltless of this parochial outlook, which is only partly mitigated 
by the presence of provincial members on the RIBA Council. 
The Annual Conference, a social occasion at which, in addition, 
some papers are read and applauded, helps to introduce the 
metropolitan quarter of the population to the other three 
quarters, but alone it cannot give the London architect 
sufficient opportunity of absorbing the outlook of the provinces. 
At the time of the Conference, when the liveliness and archi- 
tectural activity of a centre like Liverpool are brought to their 
notice, members of the RIBA ask themselves what more might 
be done to keep the metropolis and the provinces in constant 
touch. 

Other national institutions find it helpful to maintain 
contacts with their provincial members by holding meetings 
regularly in the provinces, attended by all those who make 
up the national committees or councils. Would it be out of - 
the question to hold Council meetings of the RIBA in suc- 
cessive provincial cities? If members from the provinces 
can travel to London for these meetings, there is nothing to 
prevent Londoners taking their turn to travel in the other 
direction. 

It has been greatly to the advantage of the profession 
that recent presidents of the Institute have developed their 
practice outside London, and at present it is probably true 
to say that provincial architects are busier than the majority 
of those in London. There is, however, little opportunity 
for them to keep in close touch with the Institute except 
through the activities of the Allied Societies. To enliven the 
architectural temperament of the provincial architect is ob- 
viously one of the duties of the Institute. Another way this 
could be accomplished is through a stimulation of the activities 
of the Allied Societies. These bodies frequently find some 
difficulty in maintaining a vigorous existence and largely rely 
upon the energy or devotion of one of their members with 
little technical assistance in the way of secretarial work. 
Meetings are few and the papers read are often inadequate. 
The RIBA would be helping the profession greatly if it saw 
to it that the Allied Societies were able to hold meetings at 
which papers of the standard of the sessional papers at Port- 
land Place were read by speakers of similar standing. 
There are no doubt many other ways in which members 
outside London could be enabled to participate more in the 
headquarters activities in Portland Place. Exhibitions should 
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be planned so that they could be seen in other cities, giving 
the architects of those cities an opportunity of keeping in 
touch with contemporary work. While provincialism may be 
a fault of some non-metropolitan architects, parochialism, as 


justly attributable to’ many Londoners, is no less so. 


Both 


can be eradicated to the advantage of the whole profession, 
and the Royal Institute is in a strong position to begin the 
good work by ensuring that its own organisation, on which 
the welfare of the profession depends, does not become over- 


weighted at the centre.

for abandoning its programme before 
completion and not, as it is today, for 
refusing to abandon it. 


BATTERSEA REVISITED 

I now feel I was less than fair to the 
LCC when I wrote about their sculp- 
ture exhibition in Battersea Park a 
fortnight ago. I admired their enter- 
prise, but said I was disappointed that 
they had collected all the pieces to- 
gether in one enclosure instead of using 
the whole park as a landscape back- 
ground. I have been along again—the 
first time I went the exhibition wasn’t 
completely installed—and the finished 
effect is really most agreeable. The 
enclosure is large, with many varieties 
of trees and shrubs, so each piece can 
be looked at in a setting of its own.

The familiar ones—for example, the 
bronze Epstein from the Tate Gallery

OLYMPIAN MISTAKE 

Last week’s special issue of the AJ 
(lacking Astragal’s pages) prevented 
me from referring before to The Times 
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leader of May 8, which drew attention 
to the fact that no architect, artist or 
professional designer has yet been ap- 
pointed to watch over the visual side 
of the Olympic Games. This situation 
—‘“so incredible,” writes our con- 
temporary, The A. and B.N., in com- 
mendable if confused rage “that it is 
almost unbelievable,” has been dis- 
closed when it is almost too late to 
remedy it. 


Any other nation, says The Times, 
would have called in months ago the 
best stage managers, the best costume 
designers, the best architects, typo- 
graphers, sculptors and painters to ex- 
press in visual form the distinction and 
symbolism of this international event. 
But the British adoration of amateur- 
ism, or the traditional suspicion of 
artists so prevalent among athletes, has 
prevented it. Yet somebody must be 
doing something about it. Who, we 
wonder, is planning the layout of the 
arenas and tracks? . Who is responsible 
for furnishing the hostels? Who is 
designing the posters and the pro- 
grammes?

NEW SCHOOLS 

Congratulations to the producers of 
New Schools, the official handbook (of 
which I have been privileged to see an 
advance copy) which has been prepared 
for the RIBA Schools Exhibition open 
this week. It is a great deal more 
than the usual catalogue. The informa- 
tion it contains, ranging from school 
siting to school furniture, is arranged 
for easy reference and admirably pre- 
sented by a team of twelve experts. 
The result is a miniature textbook of 
contemporary practice in school 
design which should prove of great 
value not only to architects but to all 
those who are concerned with the 
implementing of the new Education 
Act, particularly, perhaps to members 
of Local Education Committees and, 
of course, to parents. 


American parents are encouraged, I 
believe, to take a more personal in- 
terest in the running of the local 
school than English parents, an interest 
which is given an impetus by the com- 
mon American practice of combining 
the adult community-centre and child- 
ren’s school on one site.

This is emphasized strongly in You 
Want to Build a School?*, a book 
written by two Americans, an architect 
and an educationist, to describe the 
procedure of planning and administer- 
ing the school programme for a district.

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WATER HEATING | UNITS GAS 
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32.C23 ASCOT ALTERNATIVE HOT WATER 


This Sheet describes alternative hot water systems 
combining the Ascot multi-point heater Type NEA32/6 
with solid fuel boiler systems. This Ascot heater is 
particularly suitable for connection to a boiler system 
as an alternative and continuous source of hot water 
supply during the summer months, and is similarly 
available for immediate service whenever the boiler 
is inoperative. 

The dual installation of water heater and boiler is 
simple as the same hot water draw-off piping may 
be used for both units, the isolation of one system 
from the other being effected by the operation of one 
or more stopcocks or a 2-way valve. The Ascot 
heater should be installed close to the point of most 
frequent usage—normally the kitchen sink—and the 
cold water supply should be from a tank, preferably 
by means of a separate } in. down service. 

All pipe sizes specified refer to internal diameter and relate to 
normal installations where the available head is 10 to 12 ft. 
measured vertically from the level of the water in the cold water 
tank to the highest draw-off point, and where sizes and lengths 
of all piping are in accordance with standard practice. (See 
Sheets 32.C20 and 32.C25.) 

The heater is not suitable for operation as a booster 
and must therefore be supplied with cold water. 
Whichever cold water supply and hot water draw-off 
systems are employed, the expansion pipe must 
always remain open to the atmosphere, and to the 
hot tank when the boiler is in use, but must be capable 
of isolation from the Ascot when the latter is in 
operation. An isolating stopcock (“ A ” in diagrams) 
must therefore be incorporated and a second stop- 
cock (“B” in diagrams) is required to cut off the 
supply to the heater when the boiler is in use. 


Diagram 1: Normal Installation with } in. Hot Water Feed 
Pipe to Kitchen Sink. 


The diagram shows the small amount of plumbing 
necessary where the solid fuel system was originally 
planned to accommodate an alternative form of hot 
water heating. The only additional piping required 
is a short length of } in. frem the heater outlet to 
the hot tap at the kitchen sink.

In addition, a 
hot water supply from the heater is always available 
in the kitchen, as stopcock ‘* B ”’—essential to facili- 
tate maintenance of the Ascot—may remain open 
when the boiler is in use.

ARCHITECTURAL 


BACKGROUND OF 


LIVERPOOL 


By F. J. M. Ormrod 


{[STORICALLY the development of Liverpool, which, 
of course, owes its establishment to its trading facilities 
as a port, may be said only to have commenced, with 
any degree of intensity, at the beginning of the 18th century. 

It is significant that the first dock was built before the first 
real worthwhile road, and the city from that time expanded 
with complete emphasis on its river activities until quite 
recent years. An endeavour is now being made to establish 
alternative interests for the city’s welfare. 

Unfortunately, this casual and necessitous growth round the 
raison d'etre of the City’s existence has somewhat paradoxically 
prevented a real expression of the City’s beauty which lies in its 
waterfront. The sporadic growth of the industrial riverfront has left 
little scope for any imaginative form of development. There is, 
however, no lack of character in this area. The rather grim utilitarian 
docks and warehouses, based purely on the industrial needs of the 
times, show an undeniable forthrightness of thought and are certainly 
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tectural character and background of the city, and gives 
some notes on a score of buildings of all periods, that have 
been chosen as typical of Liverpool’s architectural achieve- 
ments, Their situation is shown on the map above. 


examples of straightforward honest building. The docks were and 
are engineering feats of considerable magnitude, and the warehouses 
are solid, well constructed and well adapted for the needs they had to 
fulfil. Ali this is specifically 18th and 19th century development. 

The main central buildings of this era began with the old Bluecoat 
School, built in 1716, which is a particularly valuable architectural 
legacy, unfortunately badly damaged in air raids during the war. 
It marked the commencement of a period of rapid development of the 
area leading up the slope from the river to the positions now occupied 
by the new cathedrals. Some very fine merchants’ houses were 
erected, which are now sadly neglected and fallen from their previous 
high estate. Appropriately heading the 18th century domestic develop- 
ment is the building now used as the Town Hall—the Lord Mayor’s 
official residence. Though not specifically designed for its present 
use, it has been altered and adapted to so successful a degree that 
one finds it hard to believe that a building so appropriate, particularly 
so far as the interior is concerned, could evolve in this way. The 
more important of the City’s public buildings, however, came into 
being in the 19th century. The majority were constructed in a type 
of regionally local grit stone which unfortunately does not allow 
natural weathering to enhance the general effect. There is no question 
of the material’s durability—it is probably much better in this respect 
than the limestone of the south country, but the uniformity of colour 
characterising all these buildings does not assist their general effect 
either individually or collectively. Of these buildings, St. George’s 
Hall undoubtedly takes first place. It is a monumental pile conceived 
in the most orthodox manner with the greatest care and attention to 
detail. Situated on St. George’s plateau with plenty of open space 
around, it undoubtedly constitutes the architectural focal point of the 
City and presents an imposing spectacle to visitors making their 
approach to the City through the Mersey Tunnel. 

The 20th century is. curiously enough, providing the city with two 
new cathedrals during a period in which there is said to be a serious 
decline in religious observation. The Liverpool Cathedral designed 
by Sir Giles Scott, begun in 1904, is now well advanced, and the 
new Metropolitan Cathedral, designed by the late Sir Edwin Lutyens, 
has had a considerable amount ‘of foundation and subterranean work 
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executed, and is in the very happy possession of a considerable build- 
ing fund which will enable construction to proceed once the present 
limitations are removed. 

Expansion of the City is now being consciously directed to provide 
industries and activities apart from the shipping on which Liverpool 
has been so reliant for its prosperity. New industrial estates have 
been created at Speke and Kirkby and the former, when ultimately 
completed, with its factories, houses and general amenity buildings, 
will constitute a small township on its own. This development lies to the 
south and will help to effect a balance of the City’s present disposition 
in which the bulk of industry has been located in the north with the 
better type residential and park districts in the south. 

Here, then, is the background to this year’s Conference; a vast 
acreage Of industrial and residential areas which, to say the least, is 
architecturally nondescript, providing at the same time some excep- 
tionally fine major buildings, and a wealth of less obvious buildings 
ofa more intimate nature, which can delight the heart of the collector 
who prefers making his own discoveries. The following pictures 
illustrate a selection of the major buildings and typical examples of 
the minor ones.

Speke Hall. This, Liverpool’s oldest important building, might be 
described as design by agglomeration. It is an outstanding example 
of half timber work and was begun jn 1490, being extended and 
altered later to reach its present form in 1598. It is a remarkable 
example of the 16th century country house. Considering its 
extreme age, it is in a fine state of preservation and is surrounded by 
lawns and foliage which keep at arm’s length the 20th century 
neighbours of airport and factory. The interior of the building is in 
every way as interesting as the exterior. 


_Bluecoat School. Apart from Speke Hall, the old Bluecoat School 
is the oldest of the more notable buildings of Liverpool. It was 
built in 1716 under the xgis of Liverpool’s oldest charitable Institu- 
tion, the Bluecoat Hospital, and the School was housed in this build- 
ing until 1899. Since 1906 the old Bluecoat School, as it is now 
known, has been used as a centre for activities connected with the 
Arts. It is situated in School Lane at the extreme end of Church 
Alley. Both these streets now belie their names. The visitor forming 
a visual conception round the names will be surprised to find 
neither school, lane, church or alley. But it provides a unique oasis, 
situated very nearly in the heart of the City. While suffering very 
extensive damage during the war, fortunately a section of the building 
was saved, including the fagade around the courtyard. A scheme for 
complete restoration is in hand and it is hoped that work will 
commence in the not too distant future. The elevational materials are 
brick and stone and, with the cobbled courtyard, afford a very 
Pleasant contrast to the City’s other notable buildings which are 
constructed mainly in stone. 


The Town Hall. The renowned John Wood, of Bath, laid his hand 
on the city in 1754, being responsible for the building which 
is now used as the Town Hail—the official residence of the Lord 
Mayor. It was originally designed as part of the Exchange, but owing 
to the necessities of time, altered use and the ravages of fire, many 
changes have been made. A new dome was built in 1802 by Wyatt 
after a disastrous fire in 1795, which necessitated very considerable 
interior renovations. Not the least of the sympathetic hands to have 
modelled the building subsequentiy were those of J. Foster, who 
carried out a great amount of the internal work as it now stands. 
The Reception Rooms are the example par excellence of accommoda- 
tion for civic occasions and are the finest, along with their contem- 
porary furnishings, of any similar suite of rooms in the country. 
Visitors to the Conference will have the opportunity of inspecting 
them on the occasion of the Civic Reception and Dance which will 
be held in the Town Hall on Friday. 


St. Nicholas Church. The present church has suffered very severe 
war damage, having been gutted in 1940. This misfortune seems to 
have been in character with the vicissitudes of the site, on which 
the earliest church erected is believed to have been about 1360. St. 
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Nicholas was the Patron Saint of Mariners and this is the ancient 
parish church. In 1774 the then existing church was taken down 
and re-built under the direction of Joseph Brooks. In 1810 the 
spire collapsed, apparently having been built upon the walls of the 
old tower which were insufficient for the purpose. The present 
tower and lantern were completed in 1815 to the designs of Thomas 
Harrison. 


Goree Piazza. This romantically sounding name with the foreign 
flavour was given in commemoration of the African trade once so 
extensive in Liverpool. It is named from the Island of Goree, which 
was taken from the French in 1759. The Goree warehouses, though 
designed in 1767, were not built until 1793. The original buildings 
had a very short life, being destroyed by fire in 1802, but they were 
very quickly replaced. It may be that slaves were exposed for sale 
in the arcade—local tradition has it so. Here, in any case, is the 
utilitarian building of its day and purpose—solid, heavy, somewhat 
grim, but nevertheless impressive. There is now little evidence of the 
romantic associations of these buildings, which overlook a present day 
scene of very prosaic dock activity. 


Albort Docks. This illustration must serve to represent the 
magnificent range of buildings comprising Salthouse, Canning and 
Albert Docks. Salthouse is the oldest, being completed in 1753. The 
area was then just under five acres and this was reduced in 1842 
and then again eniarged in 1853, and the present area is well over six 
acres, It was built by Thomas Steers, the constructor of the original 
Liverpool Dock—* The Old Dock.” The name is derived from the 
Salthouse or Saltworks which stood on the River bank. Salt was 
then one of Liverpool's chief industries, brought from Cheshire by 
boat or barge and taken to the Salthouse where it was crushed, 
converted into brine and then evaporated. Canning Dock is next in 
chronological order and was opened in 1829 with an area of just 
under four acres. It was enlarged in 1842, altered in 1920, and now 
has an area of about four and a half acres. It was first called the 
Dry Basin, being part of the “Old Dock Gut,” and was later enlarged 
and converted into a wet dock named after the former Liverpool M.P. 
The Albert Dock was designed by Jesse Hartley, the then Dock 
Engineer, has an area of nearly eight acres, and remains unaltered at 
the present time. The Dock was opened officially by Prince Albert, 
after whom it is named, in July, 1846. The surrounding buildings 
with their three-feet-thick brick walls and massive cast iron ground 
floor columns, are remarkable examples of a particular type built 


with a singleness of purpose which produces a fortress like quality 
round this water “ courtyard.” ,

The Lyceum. In 1758 a Club Library was formed in Liverpool with 
just over 100 subscribers. Expansion in 1759 and 1786 eventually 
lead in 1803 to the building of the Lyceum in Bold Street, by Thomas 
Harrison, of Chester. This building is one of the few unchanging 
landmarks in what was once the finest shopping street in Liverpool, 
Devastation during the war and a general deterioration of tenancies 
has reduced the character of this once first-class street. 


Rodney Street. Rodney Street is aptly described as the Harley Street 
of Liverpool, though the doctors and specialists are now finding them- 
selves elbowed and jostled by architects who are also learning 
appreciation of this street as a working quarter. It was built mostly 
in the early 19th century and is essentially a street of domestic archi- 
tecture, really, one might say, of 18th century character. The 
finely proportioned and detailed doorways and balconies are set 
against a background of plain brickwork and symmetrically arranged 
windows, with the stronger horizontal lines well maintained in the 
continuity of the street. The finest houses lie at the end nearer the 
cathedral, where the rather poorer detailing at the end nearer the 
centre of the town has given way to something lighter and more 
graceful. 


Bedford Street. This decayed street is a sad example of deteriora- 
tion resulting from changed social usages. Of a later period than 
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Rodney Street and running parallel in a more easterly direction, 
farther away from the river, the size of the individual buildings is 
generally smaller than those in Rodney Street and the majority of the 
facing is, or was, stucco. There is a transition from brick at the 
north to stucco in the centre and back again to brick at the extreme 
south, whicli may be seen in the introduction of stucco dressings and 
doorways, gradually leading to a fully stuccoed facade. Certain of 
the terrace blocks exhibit a greater elaboration in the form of wrought 
iron balconies, etc., some of which are almost florid. 


Bank of England. The Bank of England, which is situated in Castle 

Street, is an admirable example of Professor C. R. Cockerell’s work 
and was built in 1845. Cockerell built many works for the Bank of 
England in other cities, including London. This example in Liverpool 
is one of hig later essays based on his knowledge and feeling for 
Greek forms and motifs. 


St. George’s Hall. Here is the fortuitous result of a combination of 
Competition and commission. The original conception consisted of a 
‘ompetition for a Concert Hall, the competition being promoted by 
Certain music-loving citizens. The premium was awarded in open 
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competition to a brilliant young man, Harvey Lonsdale Elmes, then 
twenty-four years of age. Before building could be commenced, 
however, the Corporation found itself in the position of having to 
provide Assize Courts. Again in competition Elmes proved his worth. 
Elmes was then commissioned by the Corporation to prepare a design 
incorporating both these projects, and the result is one of the finest 
buildings of its type in the country and, some aver, in the world. 
Elmes did not live to see his work completed, and after his death 
in 1847, the completion was entrusted to Professor C. R. Cockerell. 
Cockerell’s scholarly knowledge of Greek forms and his ability to 
handle magnificent scale with refinement of detail enabled him to 
effect a satisfactory completion in sympathy with the original 
conception. More illustrations are on pages 482-483. 


Oriel Chambers. The late Sir Charles Reilly described these 
Chambers as the “oddest building in Liverpool.” It is a surprising 
architectural anomaly when analysed in relation to its immense area 
of plate glass in the form of repetitive oriel windows. The anomaly 
becomes an anachronism when it is considered that the apparent 
elevational skeleton frame, with all the characteristics of design 
appertaining to cast iron, is, in fact, stonework. The building was 
built in 1864, and it may be that it was influenced by Paxton’s 
Crystal Palace of cast iron and glass. The inspiration for the oriel 
windows is obvious but still incomprehensible. 


The Picton Reading Room. Though rather heavy and sombre in 
character the range of municipal buildings lining one side of William 
Brown Street opposite to St. George’s Hall comprises one of the best 
municipal “facades” in the country. The buildings composing this 
block consist of the City Technical School, the Brown Library, the 
Picton Reading Room, the Walker Art Gallery, and the County 
Assizes house. The Picton Library was designed by Cornelius 
Sherlock and was opened in 1879. It is a circular structure 100 feet 
in diameter with a domed roof 60 feet high. While being admirably 


. situated in shape for its’ position, affording a satisfactory method of 


turning the facade of this group of buildings to conform to the street, 
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the interior form leaves much to be desired in the way of acoustics, 
which are particularly nerve racking to the newcomer so incautious 
as to be trapped into making any unaccustomed noise. 


White Star Line Offices. This building, now occupied by the Pacific 
Steam Navigation Co., is an example of Norman Shaw’s work of 
1900. It is situated at the foot of James Street on a corner site, and 
shows what one might describe as the architect’s classical romantic 
vein. It illustrates the skilful use of harmonising materials and all the 
charm and effect one expects in Shaw’s buildings, even with the use, 
to — he was so prone, of what we would now describe as “ hard” 
materials. 


Liverpool Cathedral. The Liverpool Cathedral occupies a command- 
ing site on the Liverpool ridge, and is now to be seen in the full 
splendour of its completed tower. The design by Sir Giles Gilbert Scott 
won the open competiton in 1902. Unlike most great competitions the 
building was begun comparatively promptly (in 1904) and though 
hampered by two world wars has doggedly proceeded towards its 
eventual completion. The internal and external facing is of the local 
red sandstone with wide light joints. The design, based upon a 
medieval tradition but conceived by the individuality and character 
of the architect as an orderly whole, with well considered contrasts 
of rich sculpture with plain surfaces, will prove an interesting 
juxtaposition with the late Sir Edwin Lutyens’s Metropolitan Cathedral 
‘when the two are eventually seen together on the Liverpool skyline. 


THE ARCHITECTURAL 


‘BACKGROUND 


Mersey Tunnel, George’s Dock Ventilation Building. A new 
problem in architectural design was offered in the several buildings, 
of which this is one, constructed for the purpose the name implies; 
that is, to house the machinery and plant and make provision for 
efficient ventilation of the recently constructed engineering feat beneath 
the river—Queensway, the Mersey Tunnel. All these buildings have 
been designed by Mr. H. J. Rowse, and in their semi-skyscraper form 
contribute a new feature to the Merseyside skyline. Note the com- 
plete lack of fenestration in the shaft. This particular building is 
constructed with a concrete encased steel frame, reinforced concrete 
ducting and Portland stone external facing. 


Post Great War Housing. Liverpool’s housing achievement between 
the two wars is well known. Undey Sir Lancelot Keay’s direction 
some remarkable schemes and developments were conceived and 
accomplished. The problem has appeared to-resolve itself into two 
phases: first, the establishment of homes for people whose work can- 
not allow them to live on the outskirts of the City; secondly, the provi 
sion of homes for those people who are not so restricted and who may, 
in their turn; be unable to live in the centre of the City. The first phase 
has resulted in the provision of many large blocks of flats offering 
undreamt-of facilities in place of the original slum dwellings (see 
frontispiece to this issue. The second phase is best typified by 
development at Speke (illustrated above), where the new houses, 
with the space readily available, have been provided in the form of 
both terraced layout and of small individual dwellings, to serve the 
needs of the new industrial estate adjoining.

IN LIVERPOOL 


The model village of Port Sun- 
light, near Liverpool, was in- 
augurated sixty years ago this 
spring. The anniversary deserves 
special recognition at this moment 
when New Towns and neigh- 
bourhood units are so much in the 
air.

PORT 
SUNLIGHT

When, in 1887, problems arose over 
the extension of his soap-works at War- 
rington, in South Lancashire, William 
Hesketh Lever, then a comparatively 
young man, decided to move to a new 
site. The requirements of “ cheap land, 
water frontage, railway facilities, and a 
supply of labour in the vicinity ’* were 
amply fulfilled in the site that he and 
his architect Owen chose at Brom- 
borough Pool—an inlet of the Mersey 
on the Cheshire side of the river neat 
Birkenhead. Fifty-two’ acres of land 
were purchased, and in 1888, just sixty 
years ago, the erection of the new works 
was started. 

Besides being governed by these prac- 
tical issues, Lever was influenced by his 
desire “to Socialize and Christianize 
business relations,” and from this desire 
came the decision to institute “ pros- 
perity-sharing ” and to build houses for 
his employees. To meet the immediate 
needs of his workpeople, he began by 
building twenty-eight houses alongside 
the new works; but it was not until 1892 
that he really began to put his ideas 
into practice. Building and architecture

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were his lifelong hobbies and he him- 
self drew up the plans for the Village 
of Port Sunlight, with the idea that the 
environment +he was to create for his 
workpeople would be far superior to 
anything that existed at that time. The 
houses in the Village were to be built 
out of a proportion of the profits of the 
firm rather than having these distributed 
in the form of cash payments. In this 
way Lever hoped to encourage the feel- 
ing of permanency which he considered 
was necessary to the good business re- 
lations with his employees and which 
he so earnestly desired. 

By 1907 the estate had been increased to 
221 acres, of which 130 acres were devoted 
to the Village, and 720 houses had already 
been built. Except for minor alterations in 
the layout which were made a few years later, 
the main lines of the original plan have been 
adhered to and, while the surroundings of 
the Village have changed considerably, the 
Village is just as Lever conceived it. 

While Lever, in his writings and speeches, 
gives no sources for his ideas, the similarity 
between Port Sunlight and Robert Owen’s 
“Plan.” and later experiments in the build- 
ing of industrial communities such as Salt- 
aire and lesser-known Copley, leads one to 
believe that he was cognisant of such schemes 
for the provision of better living conditions 
for the factory worker. And there is no 
doubt at all that he was fully conversant 
with the idea so strongly put forward by 
Ruskin and his predecessors, that to live in 
the country was better than to live in the 
town. 

The development of these ideas and their 
expression in the industrial communities and 
the gradual rise of public feeling against the 


‘intolerable housing conditions in the towns 


and cities, represents the history of the town 
Planning movement in this country during 
the nineteenth century. ‘“ Town Pianning ” 

not arrive until the beginning of this 
century, but its rise to prominence in a re- 
Markably short space of time showed how 
well the way had been prepared. This pre- 
Paration had gone forward with increasing 
Speed and force towards the end of the cen-

tury; ten years after the commencement of 
Port Sunlight, Ebenezer Howard’s To- 
morrow was published—the Garden City 
Association being formed a year later. In 
1900 the National Housing Reform Council 
was established under the leadership of W. 
Thompson and then, a few years later, 
“town planning” was introduced to this 
country by T. C. Horsfall, of Macclesfield, 
supported by Nettlefold, of the Birmingham 
City Council. At that time “ town planning ” 
meant, briefly, the provision of good living 
conditions by the extension of towns on 
“agreed plans,” and this idea, added to the 
desire of the National Housing Reform 
Council to improve housing conditions and 
the more idealistic Garden City ideas, pro- 
duced the powerful movement which even- 
tually led to the passing of the Housing and 
Town Planning, etc., Act of 1909.

Port Sunlight’s part in the history of the 
town planning movement might be said to 
take three forms. First, as a more highly 
developed example of an industrial village 
where living and working were carried on 
alongside each other in a pleasant environ- 
ment, it anticipated Garden City. Secondly, 
it helped to convince the public in general 
of the need for better housing conditions; 
and thirdly, it influenced the design and 
layout of housing estates and the individual 
design of houses. 

In the first of these, the sources of Ebenezer 
Howard’s ideas could be said to be similar 
to those of Lever, although they covered 
a wider field. This is evident in the 
expression of these ideas in Port Sunlight 
and later in Letchworth, the First Garden 
City. Letchworth was, of course, a much 
wider conception, but the same idea exists

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of the setting up of a new community away 
from the smoke and grime of the city where 
there is space for the provision of those 
amenities which had come to be considered 
as necessary to a happy and healthy life. 

In the second place it served as a practical 
example with which the Housing Reformers 
were able to demonstrate to the public the 
advantages of providing good living condi- 
tions for the workpeople in contrast to the 
conditions that prevailed, and consequently 
they were able to press home the need for 
further and more extensive legislation in this 
field. In particular, they were able to show 
the advantage of laying out housing estates 
to “agreed plans” so as to allow for suffi- 
cient space about houses and to permit of 
the “free circulation of air” and the pro- 
vision of open space in close proximity to 
the houses. 

In the third place, in the design and layout 
of housing estates Port Sunlight presented a 
considerable contrast from the straight dull 
lines of the bylaw housing of the nine- 
teenth century and even the more idealistic 
layouts of Saltaire and Copley. and 
although Port Sunlight contains a degree of 
formality, it in no way compares with either 
of these examples. Most important of all 
was the question of density. Lever himself 


thought that houses should not be built at . 


more than 12 to the acre and even this 
comparatively low density is even lower at 
Port Sunlight, where the average density is 
8 to the acre. This means of providing a 
more “open” layout and the now popular 
“bringing the country to the town,” was 
seized on by the people directly concerned 
with the building of housing estates; from 
the beginning of the century onwards houses 
built by public and private enterprise were 
more often than not laid out on these lines. 
The maximum of 12 to the acre became the 
standard which it was generally agreed 
should not be exceeded. In the actual 
design of the houses there were immense 
improvements over the prevailing house- 
types; plans of the houses were more liberal 
in size and in the elevations of the houses 
variety was the key-note which was aimed 
at and achieved. 

The Village is adjacent to the works and 
is a rectangular piece of land lying between 
the railway and the New Chester Road 
from Birkenhead. 

The scheme of.the layout is to cut the site 
into big blocks by the system of roads. 
Most of the blocks are devoted to housing, 
but others are left vacant as recreational 
space and some are used for public build- 
ings. The housing blocks have houses 
round the perimeter and allotments and a 
service road in the middle. The public 
buildings are sited at different parts of 
the estate to give interest throughout; it is 
only in Church Drive that there is a collec- 
tion of such buildings, but even then each 
is sited on its own block and does not pre- 
sent a unified group. 

The road layout is interesting and was 
well in advance of its time. Access to the 
village from the New Chester Road is 
limited to three entrances, which are marked 
by a stepping back of the houses at the 
corners to form gateways and to provide 
good views up and down the main road. 
These three access roads continue for the 
depth of one housing block and are linked 
up by a road running nearly parallel with 
the New Chester Road, and from this road 
the other roads branch out into the estate. 
Supposedly, and on plan, the main core of 
the village is the wide Causeway with 
Christ Church at one end; but the grand 
planning of the Causeway is reduced by the 
lack of surrounding buildings of suitable 
scale. The Diamond—a narrow rectangular 
plot—contains the bandstand and is ter- 
minated by the Lady Lever Art Gallery. 
The houses are designed in many styles, 
the predominant one being Tudor, half- 
timbered with brick or plaster infilling. The 
half-timbering is structural and there are 
Plenty of good examples of wood and plaster 


decorations. They are extremely well and 
carefully built, and there is no doubt that 
the effect of permanence which Lever wished 
to establish in his business relations is given 
expression in the housing for his work- 
people. 

Lever himself did not design the houses, 
but distributed the work amongst different 
architects, and these are listed in Viscount 
Leverhulme as being: William Owen, who 
designed the Works and negotiated the pur- 
chase of the land, and his son; the firms of 
Douglas and Fordham; Talbot and Wilson; 
Grayson and Ould; T. T. Rees; and Maurice 
Adams, Lever’s old school friend, Jonathan 
Simpson, also designed some cottages, and 
his son did some work previous to and a 
good deal of the work after 1910. One 
group of houses showing eighteenth’ century 
influence was designed by Charles Reilly. 
Of all these architects it can be assumed 
that only William Owen and J. L. Simpson 
influenced Lever:in the design of the Village, 
the other architects designing groups of 
houses within the framework of the main 
plan. The result is that there is variety in 
the elevation of the houses but general 
unity in the layout. 

But as well as the housing, the gardens, 
trees, and parkland are delightful. The 
houses in many cases have open front

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gardens, and where they are enclosed, the 
care with which the tenants look after them 
gives an overall appearance and feeling of 
genuine attachment to the place. The com- 
munity spirit in Port Sunlight flourishes. 
From the start communal activities were well 
provided for. In 1891 the Gladstone Hall 
with theatre accommodation was built for 
use by different societies, and the men’s 
club (formerly the Co-Partners’ Club) had 
its origins in the Pavilion in 1896. Other 
community buildings include Christ Church, 
the technical institute for evening courses, 
libraries, the Bridge Inn, the Cottage Hos- 
pital, and there is an open air swimming 
bath and gymnasium. [Education is well 
provided for in the elementary schools that 
were built at the beginning of the century. 
, Although nearly fifty years old, the build- 
ings, being well in advance of that time, are 
still supplying the needs of the children. 

In discussing the position that Port Sun- 


light occupies in present-day trends in town* 


planning, one can compare the ideas that 
prompted its building with those that are 
put forward to-day. Economic and con- 
venient planning, a pleasant environment, 
and the provision of means for enjoying one’s 
leisure hours are fundamental requirements 
that have not changed. Where they have 
been fulfilled to a limited scale in Port 
Sunlight, town planning sets out to provide 
them for the whole of the country. The 
new system of Neighbourhood Planning and 
the building of New Towns can be related to 
Port Sunlight, which is in fact a small Neigh- 
bourhood unit and was, when first built, a 
very small New Town, As a new town it no 
longer exists, but as a neighbourhood unit, 
limited by the boundaries provided by the 
railway and the Chester Road, it is success- 
ful and has never been submerged in the 
rapid growth of the Wirral during the past 
twenty-five years.
